THE R ID E TO LADYSMITH. 

Dundonald Took a Roundabout Route 
and Entered Without Opposition— 
Bullcr Close at Haud. 

The following despatch appeared in the 
Extra Edition of yesterday: 

Ladysiuith, March 1, (j a.m. (by helio- 
graph to Colenso). — A portion of the 
forces under Bullcr, headed by the Duil- 
douald Horse, the Natal Carbineers ami 
other regiments, among them some of the 
Dublin Fusiliers ami Lancashire*, have 
reached this city and raised the siege. 
They came via the road across the Klip 
river ami east of Caesar's Hill. Runners 
yesterday morning brought the informa- 
tion that Boiler expected to relieve the 
garrison within twenty-four hours. Con- 
sequently the rejoicing was great While 
made nil preparations to sally out nu4 
aid the advance of the Rritish if it be- 
came necessary. 

Dundonald reports that when the Lan- 
enshires charged Dieter's Hill on Tues- 
day they overtook Boers Hying from the 
trenches and bayonetted them. .Sixteen 
of the fleeing men were killed nnd 
twen ty-four wounded. 

The Boors after the capture of Pieter'a 
Hill Tuesday by Barton with the Dublin 
Fusiliers and two battalions of the Sixth 
Brigade seemed to fall away. There 
was no general retiring movement ob- 
servable, but they simply disappeared as 
the British forces advanced. Groebier's 
Kioof was abandoned ami as Lyttleton 
pushed forward the road seemed entirely 
clear. 

Dundonald with a troop of horse was 
sent on nil expedition to the west tin 
Tuesday night and reconnoitered all that 
night. On Wednesday morning he im- 
ported thnt lie could reach Ladysnaith, 
and the Natal Carbineers mid a few 
Lancnshires with several companies were 
placed under his command. He had lit- 
tle difficulty in making liis way through 
the ravines and around the hills to the 
southwest of the city and last evening 
crossed the plain and following the rail- 
road track entered the city. Their ar- 
rival was hailed with frantic joy by tlio 
besieged. First it was thought, that they 
were the advance of Boiler's main force. 

Boiler, according to the relieving force, 
was rapidly moving north along the rail- 
road from PieteVs .Station and expected 
to occupy Nelthorpe, four miles south of 
here, by to-night. 

The Boers have not made any demon- 
stration from Bulwane this morning. It 
is doubtful if they are aware of the (en- 
trance of Dundonald into . Ladysmith. 
They unquestionably retired in 'great 
numbers from the country surrounding 
Ladysmith for. according t* Dundonnld's 
report, the hills that had been occupied 
by the enemy to the southwest were bare 
of Boers yesterday. Dondonald came 
first in the line ' ;„.'.: 



The most dramatic, sensational and sig- 
nificant scene possibly in the whole his 
lory of British constitutional government 
marked the going out of the eighth legis- 
lature of British Columbia yesterday 
afternoon at 2..'10, and accentuated the 
feeling of the people and their elected 
'representatives in the matter of the Gov- 
ernor's selection of Hon. Joseph Martin 
as Premier. After the Speaker had been 
seated, anil Rev. Pcrcivul Jcnns had 
opened with prayers, Mr. Prentice rose 
in his place lo a question of privilege, 
and moved— seconded by Copt. Irving, of 
Gassier, that 

"THIS HOUSE HAS NO CONFI- 
DENCE IN TUB HONORABLE 
THIRD MEMBER FOR VANCOU- 
VER CITY, WHO HAS BEEN 
CALLED UPON TO FORM A GOV- 
ERNMENT." 

The mover did not supplement his mo- 
tion with any unnecessarily extended 
speech. He merely expressed the hope 
that the house would be unanimous in 
the adoption of the resolution. 

"I must point out," said Mr. Speaker, 
"that under the ordinary rules, such a 
resolution would require two days' no- 
tice. Of course the unanimous wish of 
the house may set the rule aside." 

"AYE," came In chorus from botli 
sides of the chamber. 

"It has been moved by the honorable 
member for East Lillooet," said Mr. 
Speaker, "and seconded by the honorable 
senior member for Cassia r,' (the resolu- 
tion being formally read to the house). 

"The junior member for Cassiar sec- 
onds," corrected Mr. Clifford. 

"You have heard tin; question," said 
Mr. Speaker, "shall the motion pass'.'" 

"AYE," again shouted the house, while 
the voice of Mr. J. M. Martin of Roes- 
land alone was heard in the negative. 

"Names," were called for. and three 
members— Mr. Dunsmuir, Mr. Robert- 
son and 'Mr. Helmcken— were found not 
to have raised their hands either affirma- 
tively or negatively. 
Mr. J. M. Martin voted "No." 
"How does the honorable member for 
Cowichan vote'.'" asked Mr. Speaker, 
directing his attention to the first of 
those who had given no expression of 
opinion on the division? 

"I refuse to vote," said Mr. Robertson. 
"The question is one for the people of 
the country to decide." 

"How is_ the honorable member for 
Comox voting?" next questioned Mr. 
Speaker. 

"I. too, refuse to vote," said Mr. Duns- 
muir. 

The honorable senior member for Vic- 
toria city decided to he counted affirma- 
tively; mid the two gentlemen declining 
lo vote were by usual rules also counted 
"aye." 

"Did the honorable member for West 
Lillooet vote?" asked Mr. Speaker. 

"I did," answered Mr. A. W. Smith. 
"I voted in the affirmative."

Simultaneously Mr. Dunsmuir rose, 
ami led the way to the lobby, the mem- 
bers of both parties and all interests 
save those of the new Premier, troop- 
ing after him. 

The crowded galleries instantly caught 
the significance of the general desertion, 
and round after round of cheers for the 
elected representatives of the people rang 
through the chamber. 

As His Honor took his sent on the 
throne, the last coat-tail attached to n 
member of British Columbia's legis- 
lature disappeared through the lobby 
door, and the cheers merged into hisses, 
laughter and catcalls as the Governor 
essayed to speak. 

Ho sat for quite two minutes, pale 
and nervously clasping and unclasping 
his hands. The staff nnd house attaches 
looked from one to another with indig- 
nation at their own unenviable position, 
mingled with dazed bewilderment. 

Even theatrical "Joe" Martin, stand- 
ing at the foot of the dais on the- right, 
in sociable company with Private Sec- 
retary T. R. E. Mclnnes, bit his lips jn 
evident agitation, as he alone of the 
bouse laced the jeering throng. 

At last His Honor found voice, and 
rising and bowing formally to the de- 
serted house, commenced his formal ad- 
dress. 

He got no further than the introduc- 
tory words— "Mr. Speaker, and members 



"Where are they," asked some one in 
the gallery, and the tumult increased, 
cheers and hisses mingling. 

At the next trial Ilia Honor succeeded 
better. Although he was frequently 
compelled to pause for order that only 
came at its own sweet pleasure, he VB1S 
evidently determined to complete his dis- 
tasteful task and escape from the sway- 
ing, laughing, mocking crowd. The. 
document in its entirety was as follows: 
"Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Leg- 
islative Assembly: 

"The usual references to the various 
measures passed during the session can- 
not bo made on this occasion, as, al- 
though you have been sitting almost to a 
day for the same period of time occupied 
by the house last year, there has been 
practically no work accomplished. 

"I regret that on account of this fail- 
tire to transact the business required in 
the interests p£ the province, it will be 
necessary to go to the expense of hold- 
ing another session before the expiry of 
the fiscal year. 

"During the last few days there have 
been exceedingly gratifying reports of 
British success in South Africa. The 
surrender of Commandant Crouje, and 
the relief of Ladysmith, have brought 
joy to our hearts, and I am sure you will 
join with me in praying that the war may 
be satisfactorily ended at an early day. 

"I refer with pride to the conspicuous 
gallantry shown by the Canadian troops 
in action. The message of Lord Roberts 
must have brought home to the hearts of 
all Canadians in a most striking manner 
the intimate relations which exist be- 
tween the Mother Laud and her Colonies. 

While we rejoice over the gallantry 
of our Canadian troops, our rejoicing 
in not but be tempered with sorrow for 
the loss of those, including some from 
our own province, who have given up 
their lives in their country's service. 

"They have fallen, however, in a noble 
cause, and no higher praise can be 
awarded to any man than that he died 
lighting for his mother land. 

"I now release you from further at- 
tendance." 

The speech was read to Hon. Mr. Mar- 
tin alone of the elected representatives, 
ami Mr. Speaker, who had entered at the 
left and stood just inside the chamber, 
rather behind His Honor. 

As the reading ended, some one in 
the gallery suggested in mockery, "three 
cheers for Mclnnes." 

The answer was a smothered half- 
cheer, and then an emphatic chorus of 
groans and catcalls. 

Then His Honor hurried away, pur- 
sued by the hisses and taunts of the gal- 
leries, and the members of the assembly* 
just prorogued burst into the chamber, 
headed by Price Ellison and 0. E. 
Pooley, with a genuine football rush, 
starting a tremendous cheer as they 
came that was taken up at once by the 
galleries and echoed beyond the bridge, 
to be heard ami wondered at in the city, I 
and rising in the nearer streets even 
above the roar of the lire-cracker fusil- 
ade accentuating British Columbia's joy 
at Ladysmith's relief. 

"We are the people," shouted Mr. 
Ellison as he reached his seat with a 
bound, and swung,- his hat in the air— 
this four-word speech, pregnant with 
meaning, catching the temper of the 
populace and bringing a roar of ap- 
plause. 

"And we must be respected.'' added 
a member, filling out the sentence and 
the sentiment, while the galleries rang 
again with shouting. 

The Lieutenant-Governor nnd his re- 
tinue entered their carriages and were 
driven swiftly and silently away, thank- 
ful apparently to escape. The legisla- 
tors remained to put Mr. Speaker Fors- 
ter in the chair, and adopt the following 
resolution on the motion of Messrs. 
Helmcken and MePhillips: 

"Be it resolved that we the members 
of the late House of Assembly humbly 
desire to acknowledge with devout 
thankfulness the work of Almighty 
Providence in the relief of Ladysmith, 
ind take the present opportunity of a 
further renewal of assurance of loyalty 
and devotion to the person and throne 
Her Most Gracious, Majesty Queen 
Victoria, and to tender to her their con- 
gratulations upon the glorious achieve- 
ment which 1ms just been accomplished 
through the extraordinary valor and en- 
durance of her loyal and dutiful officers, 
soldiers and men: that the members of 
the late house desire to extend their 
hearty thanks to General Buller and his 
staff and men under him. and to fur- 
ther express their dee]) appreciation of 
the love, devotion and bravery conspicu- 
ously displayed by the Canadian con- 
tingent; that they desire also to extend 
their high appreciation to General Sir 
George White ami his noble band of 
defenders of the boloagured garrison at 
Ladysmith; be it further resolved: that 
they extend their dee], sympathy to all 
who have lost relatives or friends during 
the war in South Africa; and be it fur- 
ther resolved: that, copies of these reso- 
lutions be telegraphed to His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General of Canada 
for presentation to Her Most Gracious 
Majesty Queen Victoria, to General Bul- 
ler and his officers and men, and to 
General White and his gallant band of 
defenders."

How Victorians Awakened to Great Joy 
Yesterday Morning. 

It is in order for some expert statisti- 
cian to step to the front and declare just 
how many firecrackers, infant and adult, 
have becu consumed in this one feature 
of Victoria's great celebration. Assur- 
edly tlie number has been millions tind. 
billions, for at a low estimate live thous- 
and dollars was burned here in this one 
form of jubilation over the nation's vic- 
tories. The news from Ladysrnith was 
welcomed with a riotous fusiladc— even 
the day was punctuated with the crack 
of little red-jackets— and last night the 
climax of the popular enthusiasm came — 
with every home and place of business 
vicing good-naturedly with its ueighbo 
in the elaborateness and appropriateness 
of its illumination and pyrotechnic dis- 
play, and the roll and rattle and smoke 
constantly emphasizing the meaning of 
the celebration. 

Only the parliament buildings even last 
night were dark as a destcrted tomb. 
There seemed something ominous in the 
contrasting gloom, and the people noticed 
it, with regret that no cine in connection 
with the administration of British Col- 
umbia's affairs should be found with suf- 
ticieut loyalty to the tlag and crown as 
to burn a single cracker or turn on but 
one electric light in honor of the Em- 
pire's success. 

It was just two o'clock when the Col- 
onist got the word yesterday morning 
that "Ladysrnith is relieved!" This was 
exactly eighteen minutes after the war 
office iiad maile the announcement to the 
public of obi London, it being then 9.42 
a.m. in the world's metropolis, or 1.42 
Victoria time. The C.P.R. telegraphs 
hurried the good tidings through with 
such celerity that the Colonist was en- 
abled to make the unnouuceiunet for 
which the' World had been waiting, in 
its regular edition of yesterday. March 
1. The difference in time assisting the 
westernmost paper, this means that the 
story of Ladvsinith's relief, given to Col- 
onist readers yesterday, was actually 
published here in advance of the same 
news in London, for none of the Euro- 
pean morning papers, not even of Lon- 
don, had the news in their regular edi- 
tions of yesterday. Lailysinith's relief 
therefore becomes another of the big 
scoops that the people get w ith the Col- 
onist. Here is a sample letter just to 
show how they think and feel on the 
subject.

of the branches thereof and »ny point ot 
points In British Columbia, the State of 
Washington, United States of America, and 
tho Territory of Alnska, United States ot 
America, to construct and maintain 
wharves and docks, telegraph and tele- 
phone lines, with nil powers usually grant 
ed to rallwav companies aud such other 
rights and privileges as may be necessary 
to carry out the object of the company.

A MEMORABLE DAY. 

Yesterday will long be remembered by 
the people of Victoria. There never 
was anything like it here before, and 
•there could not have been anywhere a 
more enthusiastic demonstration of loy- 
alty and patriotic pride. The remark- 
able thing about it all was the marvel- 
lous way in which the affair was got up. 
ll may be said to have arranged itself. 
It was in the highest degree a represen- 
tative gathering. If a committee had 
planned the matter for a month they 
could not have done it better. But that 
is the way with V! toria. It does things 
by a rule of its own, and needs no one 
to direct it. There is no use in wririug 
anything about it, and the capacity of a 
type-setting machine is so limited that it 
as impossible to express in print nn at- 
mosphere surcharged with loyal enthus- 
iasm. The reeling which inspired every 
heart was derived from a variety of 
causes, but we think that thief among 
them were a sense of profound grati- 
tude that tiie heroic Ladysmitb garrison 
Jisitl hern succored, pride in the achieve- 
ment uf uar anus and intense satisfac- 
tion at the high position gained by the 
Canadians now at the front, for side by 
hide in every one's thought with the re- 
lief of Ladysmitb. was the gallant deed 
of the Koyul Canadians at I'aardeberg. 



MR. MARTIN'S POLICY. 



In the brief reference to the platform 
enunciated by Mr. Joseph Martin in yes- 
terday's Colonist the statement was 
made that nothing which had appeared 
iu that issue was to be construed as an 
indorsation or confirmation of the policy 
Of the new government, which was re- 
served for future treatment. No other 
reference was possible owing to the late 
hour at which Mr. Martin's statement 
Was received. The platform contains a 
number of important features, which call- 
ed for greater consideration than could 
lie given them on such short notice. We 
bad already indicated the general lines 
upon which 'the Colonist believed the 
business of the country should be car- 
ried on, the salient features of any plan 
which it could endorse, and had declared 
that "the people of British Columbia will 
not tolerate for an irr«tunl any govern- 
ment which does not present fur their 
endorsement a sober, conservative, yet 
progressive policy." This is where the 
Colonist stood yesterday morning. It is 
.where it has stood till through this poli- 
tical controversy. It is where it stands 
to-day, and standing there, it is forced by- 
its record, which is known to all men, 
find by its inclinations, its political beliefs 
«uid the loyalty which it feels to the best 
interests of the province, to declare i t- 
eelt uncompromisingly opposed to the 
platform laid down by the new premier. 
There may be a minor matter or two in 
Mr. Martin's pronunciameuto to which 
we do not take exception, as for ex- 
ample the assertion of provincial rights 
:md the amendments to the license law. 
The Colonist has always been a strenu- 
ous supporter of provincial rights ami 
lias no objections to make to the amend- 
ments to the license law. Neither docs 
it sec any objection to the disposal of 
the Headman's Island question, if there 
as such a question, through the instru- 
mentality of the courts. We do not see 
where else it can properly be disposed of. 
But these things out of the way, we 
must condemn the platform as incendiary 
.and as calculated to prolong what we 
described yesterday "as a feeling of un- 
rest." 

The platform promises legislative ex- 
periments of a most dangerous kind, It 
proposes that the province shall adopt 
the experiment of the government owner- 
ship "f railways, and by borrowing 
money at a cheap rale go into active 
competition with enterprises which have 
to earn dividends for their owners and 
pay a higher percentage upon their bonds. 
This is of itself sufUcicnl to condemn 
the platform ami call for the prompt 
defeat of the ministers who arc respon- 
sible for it. How long does anyone sup- 
pose that our 3 per cent, bonds can be 
floated at anything like a reasonable fig- 
ure, if we enter into the money market 
with the avowed purpose of antagoniz- 
ing every railway enterprise iu the prov- 
ince? We venture to say that not a 
financial house in London can be in- 
duced to take up such it loan and thnt, 
if any could be, the general public 
would refuse to invest. British Col- 
umbia cannot afford to play with its 
credit. We do not say that speculators 
might not take our three per cents, at a 
large discount, knowing that the money 
was to be employed in this way: but. 
we maintain that the immediate effect 
tit the approval by the people of British 
Columbia of such a revolutionary plat- 
form would be to array against the jitor- 
ince. nil the great financial interests in the 



money centres of the world and ..that 
the price of our, bonds would immediate- 



ly fall. A part of this scheme is to 
secure from the Dominion the same sub- 
sidies for railways constructed by the 
province as are given to lines built by 
private companies. If anyone in point 
of fact indulges in such a hope, he must 
be sanguine to the verge of folly. On 
the general proposition of the govern- 
ment ownership of railways, we shall 
have more to say at a later day. At 
present it will be sufficient to" state that 
as we have always opposed it as a vis- 
ionary, costly and impractical notion, as 
applied to British Columbia under ex- 
isting conditions, so we are opposed to 
it now. 

The declaration in the platform about 
borrowing money for roads, trails and 
bridges may mean anything at all. We 
have always held that such a policy was 
a sound one, but we dissent from the 
idea that moneys borrowed for this pur- 
pose iiiould be repaid or the interest up- 
on thorn should be met by special taxa- 
tion, or the imposition of tolls upon per- 
sons using these necessary public works. 
The opening of the province by roads, 
trails and bridges is for the benefit of 
the ivhole people, and the burden should 
fall proportionately upon all, just as the 
burden of other public expenditures does. 
The additional revenue resulting from 
the increase of revenue caused by the 
iullux of population, induced by such 
public works, will more than make up 
for any ( barges upon the treasury in the 
way of interest and sinking fund. If it 
does net. then the only proper conclusion 
is that the expenditure in such improve- 
ments is progiessing loo rapidly. 

The determination of the new govern- 
ment to insist that the eight-hour law 
shall remain intact upon the statute 
bo.d; must iu the light of what has oc- 
curred during the last year, and in 
view of the conditions now existing in 
Kootenay, be condemned as wholly un- 
wise, 'l'o suggest that the important 
interests involved in the metalliferous 
mines' should be left to wail upon the 
action of an incendiary government 
along the lines of conciliation is full of 
danger and cannot be endorsed by those 
who have the welfare of the province at 
heart. 

The declaration thai the government 
will stand firmly by the legislation of 
IS00, except the alien exclusion law, 
requires a greater consideration (ban 
can be given it in this article. We fa- 
vor the repeal of the specified law, but 
must ask to be excused this morning 
from saying anything as regard to the 
other acts of the session of 1809 in 
detail. We are inclined to regard this 
paragraph in the platform as simply a 
declaration by Mr. Martin that in poli- 
tics he is "semper idem." 

We are told that a railway bridge is 
to be erected over the l'raser at New 
Westminster as a means of inducing 
the Great Northern anil the Northern 
Pacfic to run trains into Vancouver. 
If these great companies wish to run 
trains into Vancouver, the lack of a 
bridge will not stop them. They ex- 
pend, almost monthly in single improve- 
ments far more money than such a 
bridge would cost. and there now 
stands upon the statute book a pro- 
vision for assistance to such a bridge 
which these companies might long ago 
have availed themselves of if they want- 
ed to. That the Colonist is in favor 
of a railway from the Coast to Koot- 
enay and n ferry connection with Vic- 
toria need not be repeated here; but we 
arc averse to the construction of such a 
work as a government enterprise. We 
opposed such an idea when it was ad- 
vanced in the legislature of 1808, and 
we are opposed to it now. 

This covers all the points in Mr. 
Martin's manifesto. There is one thing 
about that document for which we are 
pleased. It presents clear cut issues. It 
lays down ;i platform upon which peo- 
ple cannot hesitate about taking sides. 
Those who believe trying iu this prov- 
ince experiments in legislation such as 
have driven capital out of Xew Zealand 
and as have been espoused by the ilis- 
c red i ted Populist party in (he 1*. S. 
those are indifferent as to whether the 
province receives n new impetus in pro- 
gress and development, those who fa- 
vor dpmagoguery instead of statesman- 
ship in politics will find in this platform 
much that is exactly to their liking. On 
Ihc other hand all those who desire to 
see settled conditions restored in British 
Columbia, all who believe that the in- 
vestment of capital should be encour- 
aged, nil who believe that the province 
should be made an attractive home for 
those who depend on manual labor, all 
who wish to sec I he provincial credit 
sustained abroad, and. in short, all who 
desire to see the unrest now prevailing 
allayed, will, we believe, unite with the 
Colonist in giving it their most strenu- 
ous opposition. 

In conclusion we wish to ask that all 
those, who realize the critical nature of 
the existing political conditions anil 
the harm that will result from the nun. 
mittal of Ihe province to such a plat- 
form its Hint laid down by Mr. Martin, 
to unite in forming a new political 
party, having no other object than the 
advancement of the best interests of 
British Columbia and the overthrow by 
till legitimate means of those who seek 
to bring into effect a policy fraught 
with incalculable evil. 



The members of the late government 
party have organized under the lender- 
ship or Mr. Cotton and declared against 
party lines. We approve of the declara- 
tion, but question the propriety of any 
number of gentlemen meeting and sol-

ecting a leader in view of the fact that 
we are on the eve of a struggle 
in which till the best interests of Brit- 
ish Columbia arc involved. We need 
hardly add that the members of the 
late opposition pnrty, which is as much 
an opposition party now as are Mr. 
Cotton's followers, will not feel them- 
selves bound by any such action. We 
fancy that before nn election is bold 
all elements opposed to Mr. Martin's 
government will find little difficulty in 
consolidating, but the choice of leader- 
ship must bo settled not before, but 
after the election. The people have no 
relish for an issue of Martin vs. Cot- 
ton. More important matters demand 
their attention. 

Only one other paper in Canada, a 
Montreal daily, besides the Colonist an- 
nounced iu it.-5 regular edition this mor- 
ning the relief of Ladysmith. As a 
"scooper" the Colonist can pat itself on 
the back. 



It is not yet announced when the 
house is to be dissolved, but there can 
hardly be any room for doubt that it 
will soon be. None of the members of 
ll'e new government, with the exception 
of the premier, >".•:■.-!-■ a seui in tile house, 
and as each of them must find u con- 
stituency and it is not likely that any 
members will obligingly resign to ma Ice 
room for them, an early election is in- 
evitable. 



We outlined yesterday the precedent 
established by the events of the last few 
days. To-day we have to add to it that 
the house by an almost unanimous vote 
declared that the new premier does not 
possess its confidence, ami the members 
retired in a body when the Lieutenant- 
Governor came down lo prorogue the 
house, for the purpose of showing thai 
they disapporved of the course taken by 
His Honor. Whatever difference of 
opinion may exist as to the propriety of 
such a withdrawal, it must be conceded 
that anything done by the representatives 
of a free people to signify their displeas- 
ure of the acts of the representative of 
the crown establishes a precedent that 
can never be ignored. 

It seems like a very extraordinary 
thing that in forming a government Mr. 
Martin has hail to go to outside of the 
legislature for every one of bis col- 
leagues. We do not think that anything 
cannot expect to be sustained by the 
country. We do not suppose that ever 
before such a tiling occurred. It is cer- 
tainly astonishing that not a man out 
of the other thirty-seven win occupy 
scats in the house with him could be 
persuaded to accept office iu his cabinet 
This is not because be is not a gentle- 
man of recognized ability, but because 
he is regarded with distrust by public 
men of all parties. We think tiiat the 
verdict of the people will be that the 
Lieutenant-Governor has made a very 
great mistake in the selection of his 
first ministry. 



TIIE POSITION OF LIBERALS. 

To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir:— Is the Hon. Joseph Martin a 
Liberal'.' He says he is, but adds that 
he is an independent one. He has been 
called upon by His Honor the Lieuten- 
ant -' Jo rernor to advise him in the pre- 
sent political crisis, and he is apparent- 
ly surrounding himself with other Lib- 
erals, no doubt with the intention of 
calling upon all the Liberals in the pro- 
vince to rally around his standard. 

Mr. Martin, as an independent Liber- 
al, has no right to make this call, and 
In has no mandntc from the Liberals 
of the province to form a Liberal ad- 
ministration, and it is sincerely to be 
hoped thai the Liberals will not count- 
enance his nction. 

I am far from believing that Mr. 
Martin is as black as he has often been 
painted by his enemies; he lias some 
qualities which one must admire, but I 
am thorotlghlly satislied that it is not 
the good of his country that he has at 
heart so much as the desire lo gain 
power, partly lo satisfy bis ambition, 
and partly to whip and trounce his poli- 
tical opponents, For my part I dis- 
trust him as a leader, ami will not sup- 
port him, no matter what his policy 
may be. Policy with him represents, 
not his real sentiments, but his view of 
the best means to an end. 

In Ihe interests of good government 
and for the sake of our magnificent 
province, it is earnestly to be hoped 
that the Conservatives will not nttempl 
in take advantage of Mr. Martin's 
false claim to draw Dominion party 
lines in the coming campaign, but will 
leave the Liberals free to work in har- 
mony with them as one united party 
for British Columbia.

REJOICINGS IN CANADA. 

I low the Citizens of Ontario and Quebe 
Ueeoived the News of Cronje's 
Collapse. 

Montreal. Feb. 27. — (Special) — The 
news of the surrender of Cro-ijp was 
received with great satisfaction hero 
Tin' morning papers had appeared with- 
out a word of the great event, but extras 
were got out during the forenoon. Most 
of the public and ofllee buildings hoist- 
ed Mags, and there were demonstrations 
on tiie exchanges. 

Toronto, Feb. 27.— -The news of Cron- 
je's surrender caused the greatest en- 
thusiasm in the city this evening and 
despatches from nil over the province 
show that the feeling was equally keen 
t here. 

In many smaller villages bells were 
rung, decorations put up nnd the schools 
given a holiday. When the news came 
of the gallant part the Canadians had 
taken in the nctunl finish of Crnnjo 
the enthusiasm was keenest, although it 
was checked by the statement of losses. 
Only one Toronto man appeared to be 
included in the list, of the killed. F. C. 
Cage, formerly of the Governor-Gen- 
eral's Body Guard. He wns n big fel- 
low, and wns refused permission to join 
the regiment at first, on account of his 
size, hut was then admitted because 
be wns a crack shot. He wns an Thig- 
lishtnun by birth and was in the North- 
west with the Grenadiers in 18S5. He 
served in the Spanish-American war 
with the 64tll Regiment of the United 
Mates. His father nnd grandfather 
were soldiers in the British armr,

Magnificent Demonstration by 
the Citizens at the News 
From Ladysmith. 



Monster Pageants Parade the 
Streets and a Multitude 
iWild With Joy. 



How the Colonist Received the 
Tidings Which Brought So 
Much Exultation. 



Victoria went crazy yesterday —crazy 
with joy at the news of the relief of 
Ladysmith, of Buller'ti success and the 
triumph of British arms. 

General Buller himself and his loyal 
troops us they first gained entrance to 
the beseiged city could not have dis- 
played greater exultation than did Vic- 
torians yeeterday on receipt of the glor 
ions tidings. 

Prom the moment that the telegraphic 
apparatus in the O.P.I!. otUce ticked out 
the words "Ladysmith relieved," until 
now, as these words are being penned, 
Victoria has done everything conceivable 
to show her great joy at the welcome 
now*. 

The great announcement which stirred 
the hearts of everyone came (suddenly. 
The news from the front during the day 
did not indicate that the relief of Lady- 
smith was immediately at hand. The 
Colonist bud received its usual night 
despatches, which did not contain any- 
thing of startlimr importance, "i!0" hud 
gone on night, report in tile telegraph of- 
fice and Operator Harry Davoy was pre- 
paring to go home. 

It was 2 o'clock in the morning. "Tick, 
tick — tick, tick, tick, tick." Vancoveur 
was calling Victoria. The operator an- 
swered back; then came the words — 
"Ladysmith relieved!'' 

That was enough. The supply of lire- 
crackers which was on hand in the tele- 
graph office was [itit to the match, and 
live minutes afterwards, under orders 
from Mayor Hayward, who was appris- 
ed of the good news by 'phone, the fire- 
bells proclaimed to the sleeping city the 
news of Buller's triumph. 

Instantaneously at the receipt of the 
news the Colonist building was brilliant- 
ly illuminated and a great quantity of 
fire-crackers set off in front of the en- 
trance. 

Then the city commenced to awaken. 
Half-dressed men, and women and chil- 
dren began collecting on the street corn- 
ers in the business portion, bon-fires 
were lighted, more fire-crackers were ex- 
ploded and a cheering, shouting mob told 
to the waking morn the glorious tidings. 

With the approach of dawn came more 
pretentions efforts to celebrate the great 
event, bunting was flung to the breeze, 
stores were ransacked for British flags, 
Chinatown looted for fire-crackers and 
preparations made for a day of general 
rejoicing. 

And what a day it was! A day of 
cheering, smiles and sunshine; streets 
thronged, bands playing, monster patriotic 
pageants parading the streets and on all 
sides hearts throbbing in unison with 
the splendid sentiments which moved 
the British Empire — from faraway Vic- 
toria to South Africa- in one grand up- 
heaval of patriotism. 

His Worship Mayor Hayward took 
early steps to have the rejoicings as- 
sume some degree of syateaj^ At a hur- 
riedly-summoned meeting of the patriotic 
committee it was decided that a mon- 
ster parade should be held and that this 
was done "up to the hilt," all who have 
eyes and cars will testify. 

During the entire day all business was 
suspended. Employees were dismissed 
at the Albion Iron Works und other large 
concerns, and in faciory and simp work 
benches were deserted. 

Outside of individual efforts at a dis- 
play of enthusiasm the first manifesta- 
tion Victorians bad of anything in the 
direction of a systematic celebration was 
the appearance on the streets about II 
a.m. of the Fifth Regiment band, which 
paraded the principal thoroughfares, fol- 
lowed by a mob of people cheering with 
delight, hearing British flags of all sizes.

At throe o'clock the waiting throngs on 
Government and the principal streets in 
the business portion of the city were 
aroused to a great pitch of enthusiasm by 
the appearance of the head of a mon- 
ster procession which, headed by Bob 
Foster carrying an immense British 
Hag, wended its way through the prin- 
ciple thoroughfares amid tumultuous ap- 
plause from tho assembled throngs. 

The procession was one worthy the 
occasion and the city which beiirs the 
name of our beloved Majesty. The city 
and province were represented, Mayor 
Hayward and civic officials being noticed 
m backs, and the provincial legislature 
was represented by a carriage containing 
Messrs. Price Ellison, ('. 10. Pooley, 
•lames Dunsmuir, 0. W. ITiggins. II. D. 
Helmcken and .1. D. Prentice. This car- 
riage, containing representatives of the 
province was cheered all along the 
route. 

T:ie tire department made :i splendid 
turnout. Chief Deasy had every portion 
of the apparatus in the parade and the 
numerous engines and hose carts were 
appropriately decorated. 

The most noticeable feature of the pro- 
cession was the participation in the 
pageant of the school children. A squad 
of loyal little fellows decorated with 
British Hags marched nobly along to the 
strains of the "Red, White and Blue." 
and afterwards came a group of youth- 
ful amnions clad in the uniform of the 
British soldier, their appearance being 
the signal for loud and prolonged cheer- 
ing. 

The lions with which Agie, tho cele- 
brated lion tamer, performs tit the Ly- 
ceum theatre were in the parade and 
the appearance of these living emblems 
of Britain's might culled forth loud and 
prolonged applause. The great male 
lion, with its massive mane and ponder- 
ous preportions looked in every sense 
emblematic of Britain's strength. 

Then were to be noticed Mayor Hay- 
ward and the civic officials, members of 
the provincial house and others, all be- 
ing greeted with loud cheers as the pro- 
cession proceeded.

AT THE CITY HALL 

Some Patriotic Addresses Delivered by 
Prominent Citizens. 

After traversing the principal streets 
amid the salvos of applause which greet- 
ed the procession on its way, a halt was 
made at the city ball, where patriotic 
speeches were delivered to the large 
crowd in attendance by His Worship 
Mayor Hayward, Iter. Dr. Campbell 
and C. H. Lugrin, editor of the Colonist. 

Mayor Hayward first of all called for 
three cheers for General White, who had 
held Ladysmith against great odds. 
These were given with great fervor, and 
the Mayor, continuing called for cheers 
for General Buller, who had shown what 
British pluck, courage and determination 
could accomplish against tremendoua 
odds. It was, he said, a celebration 
which to-day would be told all around 
the world, as expressive of the fervid 
loyalty of Victorians. He spoke of the 
splendid work done by the Canadians at 
tlie front, displaying while lu- spoke, a 
placard bearing the words "Now For 
Pretoria." He thought that this would 
lie the next occasion on which Victoria 
would be called upon to celebrate. Three 
cheers were then given for the Queen. 

The Rev. Dr. Campbell, the next 
speaker, said this exhibition of patriotism 
showed that the heart of the people was 
alive to the Queen and Empire. Allud- 
ing to the marvellous work done by Gen- 
eral White, amid tumultuous applause, 
Dr. Campbell said he almost felt like 
cheering for Kruger, who, by his act in 
declaring war upon Great Britain had 
solidified the Empire from north to south 
nnd from east to west. (Applause.) 

Mr. O. H. Lugrin. opened his remarks 
by declaring that the Canadians had done 
enough to make us proud of them. (Cries 
of "You bet.") We cheered, said the 
speaker, for White and for Buller, but 
we must not forget Col. Kekewltch who 
had held Kiiuherley against a powerful 
force for three months. (Three cheers 
for Kekewitch.) Neither snoitld we for- 
get, continued the speaker, after the ap- 
plause had subsided, Bnden-Powell, The 
mention of the name was sufficient to 
call forth renewed cheering, which lust- 
ed for some minutes. "And." continued 
Mr. Lugrin, "the gallant garrison at 
Mat'eking that has held out so long 
against enormous odds, and who to-day 
has repelled the last, assault." (Three 
cheers fur Mafeking.i ISut best of all. 
concluded Mr. Lugrin, is the fact that 
the Canadian boys have won applause 
from the whole empire by their valor. 
(Applause.) They were only kept back 
from charging on the Boers' position be- 
fore the surrender of Cronje by the or- 
ders of the commander-in-chief. 

With three cheers for the Royal Cana- 
dians and the singing of God Save the 
Queen, the crowd at the city hall dis- 
persed.

Montreal Celebrates in a Bliz- 
zard and Students Hoist 
the Flag. 



Vancouver, March 1.— There wus 
wild enthusiasm here this morning on 
receipt of the news that Ladysmith 
had been relieved. To-day the Erects 
of Vancouver are ablaze with bunting 
and the whole city is intoxicated with 
joy. At !>::'.() Duncan McLellan par- 
aded the streets playing the bagpipes 
clad in full highland costume. Abreast 
of him waving Hugs were Patrick 
Alexander representing the fighting 
Irish race and Duncan McKinnon in 
Highland costume wearing the kilts 
hits father wore when in active service 
with the Black Watch and .lames Mil- 
ier, brother of the piping hero of Dar- 
ghai Heights. Behind this grand quar- 
tette wus about 100 boys waving Hags. 
Similar scenes too numerous to men- 
tion wore enacted during the day. 

Vancouver, March 1 .— The Mayor de- 
clared a civic holiday for the afternoon 
and in obedience to instructions from 
the Postmaster-General, the postal 
staff too were given a holiday. The 
schools were dismissed and the children 
were about with glad faces, a great 
many of them wearing small Hags pin- 
ned to their clothing. In the city, busi- 
ness wus suspended and the people gave 
themselves up lo enjoyment. 

A bugler galloped through the streets 
calling out the militia, who paraded in 
honor of the victory. The militia hand 
played about the streets and gradually 
the excitement rose higher and higher 
and things that would have been con- 
sidered ridiculous yesterday were cou- 
sidered just the tiling to-day. The en- 
tire town turned nut on the streets and 
half of the citizens had flags pinned on 
their jackets or coats. Everything that 
moved was decorated. Friends, ac- 
quaintances and strangers, shook hands 
as a matter of course. As night came 
on those who had been holding in 
through a lingering sense of dignity, 
let themselves loose and the whole town 
became mad with joy. A monster 
torchlight procession, bigger, grander 
and more enthusiastic than anything 
ever Keen here, formed at the city hall 
and paraded several streets led by the 
Mayor of the city. Shouting was con- 
tinuous all along the line of march, and 
the jubilation will no doubt last far 
into the morning. Mayor tiarden and 
other prominent citizens made patriotic 
speeches and private citizens who did 
not take an active part in the proces- 
sion helped the celebration along in 
many ways by setting off fireworks, 
etc. The entire city was illuminated. 
The scenes on the streets at this writing 
beggar description they are witnessed 
seldom in a lifetime. 

NELSON'S KEEN INTEREST. 

Nelson, March 1.— Nelson is en fete to- 
night in honor of the relief of Lady- 
smith. The whole populace turned out 
to participate in the parade and witness 
the display of fireworks, which was on 
an elaborte scale. A thousand people 
crowded into the opera house, where 
there was a smoking concert in aid of the 
Canadian patriotic fund. Speeches were 
delivered by prominent citizens and tre- 
mendous enthusiasm wan displayed. 

Fifty passengers and the crew on the 
steamer Moyie, which has been in quar- 
antine nt the dock here for two weeks, 
on account of a case of smallpox being 
discovered aboard, had a big demonstra- 
tion on their own hook. 

Nelson in well represented in every 
Canadian contingent in South Africa or 
en route. 

REBELLION'S END RECALLED. 

Toronto, March 1.— The celebration of 
the relief of Ludysmith by the people of 
Toronto was the most remarkable exhi- 
bition of patriotic fervor since the re- 
turn of the troops from quelling the 
Northwest rebellion. The news came 
sufficiently early in the morning to be 
heard by the working men in factories, 
"warehouses and stores on their way to 
business. The result was that everyone 
in the city heard the good tidings before 
tiine o'clock and the bulk of the people 
spent the balance of the day in celebrat- 
ing. Factories closed down, tens of. 
thousands of school children were turn- 
,ed out on 'the streets to add their shrill 
ie'ries to the cheering of multitudes. 
Thousands of students in the various 
universities and colleges tramped the 
streets singing martial airs and business 
men of the board of trade sang the Na- 
tional Anthem. 

STUDP^NTS HOIST THE FLAG 
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the greatest interest in the news, many 
cheers being raised for the General who 
had had the most ■ difficult task to per- 
form in relieving the beleaguered garri- 
son. Many stores displayed Hags and 
bunting. 

The McGill students upon hearing the 
news, visited French newspaper offices, 
some of whom had loaned somewhat in 
their sympathy with the Boers. In some 
instances they took possession of the 
bulletin boards and compelled the pro- 
prietors to display llritish Hags. Finding 
no Hag displayed on the oily hall, they 
marched in a body to the tower of that 
building and hoisted a Hag. Five hun- 
dred High School boys also paraded the 
streets wilh banners. 

Police patrol wagons were ordered out 
at tiie instance of some of the French 
papers to arrest the students, but Aid. 
Lobeuf, chairman of the police commit- 
tee, ordered the wagons back to the re- 
spective stations without their prey. 

At five o'clock this afternoon the stu- 
dents of Laval, the Catholic university, 
appeared at St. Giles street and demand- 
ed that the Hags ordered up by the Mc- 
Gill boys be pulled down. The 
request was promptly complied 
with, but not until one British Hag had 
been torn up by the French students. 
Then the McGill men appeared again 
and there was every prospect of a riot. 
Largo bodies of police kept the two fac- 
tions apart until the leaders got togeth- 
er under the chairmanship of Aid. Lo- 
beuf, chairman of the police committe. 
Then it was agreed that the Laval stu- 
dents should go one way and the McGill 
men the other. The police started the 
crouds moving and the trouble was over. 

To-night, despite a blizzard that has 
stalled the street ears for the first time 
in history, and tied up all railway trains, 
over ten thousand people gathered on 
Dominion Square and around an im- 
mense bonfire of tar-barrels celebrated 
the relief of Ladysmith. Nothing like it 
was ever seen before in Montreal. 

The Canadian Pacific railway offices 
and other business houses gave their em- 
ployees a half holiday. Mayor Prefon- 
taine, in issuing a proclamation for a 
half holiday, delivered a warm patriotic 
speech.

THE LARGEST ARCHED BRIDGES 
IN TIIE WORLD. 

Engineering illustrates the largest 
arched bridges on the Contiueut, which 
span the Rhine. They represent a type 
of bridge which, although very popular 
on the Continent for large spans, lias 
not found much application in this coun- 
try, although it originated in the cast- 
ion arch of the Cotdbrookdale Bridge of 
1770, over the Several,' which has a 
span of 102 foot. Up to 1898, the Dom 
Luiz Bridge over the Douro, with its 
arched span of f>li,"> foot, was the larg- 
est bridge of the kind in the world. The 
Bonn mild steel bridge, with its one 
arch of C.lil feet span, and the Dussel- 
dorf Bridge, with two arches of 50-1 
foot. S inch span, now rank tirst in 
Europe. But the Niagara and Clifton 
Bridge of 1808 surpasses them all 
with its span of ,S-I() feet. The 
Rhine, according to Engineering, 
has but few bridges, con- 
sidering its great length. At Bonn the 
river is -150 yards wide, and although 



the town has 50,000 inhabitants, and 
Poppelsdorf adjoining 22,000 inhabi- 
tants, there is no bridge. Railway linos 
run along both banks; but up till re- 
cently there was no bridge- on the reach 
between Coblenz and Cologne, a dis- 
tance of 55 miles, and the cross traffic 
depended upon ferries and further upon 
a railway traject, two miles above Bonn, 
consisting of three ferry-boats, each car- 
rying 200 tons, worked by engines and 
cables. Caesar's much-disputed wooden 
bridge, Engineering mentions, is now 
supposed to have boon, not at Bonn, hut 
considerably higher up the river, near 
Weissenthurm, where important Roman 
fortifications have recently been discov- 
ered. The ferry-boats and the pontoon 
bridges of the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries, when Bonn was still the re- 
sidence of the sovereign Archbishops of 
Cologne, suffered much during the fre- 
quent wars. The French revolutionary 
army of 1705 requisitioned all the ships 
'if the district and placed a bridge over 
them, over which the army crossed the 
Rhino— to return a few days later and to 
destroy their work.

BASHFORTH'S CHRONOGRAPH 
EXPERIMENTS, 

Professor BashfortU was certainly unfor- 
tunate In the treatment he has received 
from artillerists at home and abroad. In 
the first instance, his investigations were 
hampered, and finally entirely stopped by 
obstinate officials, who, -after they could 
no longer deny the utility and Importance 
of his results, attempted In tho most 
shameful manner to transfer the credit of 
them elsewhere. In the end, a new gener- 
ation of better educated ofllcers coming in- 
to power, the war office did, after some 
years, recognize Mr. Bashforth's work by 
means of a small honorarium. This, how- 
ever, did not happen till the older official* 
had managed to close Professor Bashforth's' 
class at Woolwich. Of course In all this 
they were "technically" right. However, 
some recompense was finally made to Pro- 
fessor Bashforth, and so this grievance 
may be considered closed. Afterwards, the 
great fifm of Krupp, of Kssen, published 
tables founded mainly on Bashforth's work, 
without making the slightest reference to 
the priority of the latter. Further, they 
gnrblcd the coefficients which Bashforth 
had established by careful nnd accurate 
experiment, with the result that the times 
of lllght, as calculated from the constan'ta 
thus arbitrarily changed, no longer agreed 
with tho observed facts. Bashforth's co- 
efficients, on the other hand, give this time 
of flight correctly; but unless allowance 
Is made for the fact that the axis of the 
projectile does no', remain tangent to the 
trajectory, they underestimate the range. 
Krupp's firm observed this; but In place 
of carefully re-Investigating the question, 
preferred to Jump at the conclusion that the 
resistances to motion ns determined by 
Ilnshforth were too high. They reduced 
these, and published tables embodying the 



noting that an arbitrary change of this 
nature can only correct the range nt the 
expense of altering the time of flight, which 
the original coefficients gave correctly, 
With moderate ranges the angle between 
the tangent to the- trajectory and the axis 
of the projectile has little effect on the 
range, and Bashforth's original results 
then require no correction for tills.— En- 
gineering. 



SEA VS. RAIL FROM CAIRO TO 
THE CAPE. 

A through line from the Cape to Cairo, 
whether all rail or river and rail, must com- 
pete with the Ited sea and the Indian 
ocean on one side and the Atlantic on the 
other. The local traffic would be only such 
as would come from the production and 
the needs of a thin population of savages 
and from the small needs of the military 
Dosts. 

'The obvious method of attacking all of 
East Africa is from the Red sea and the 
Indian ocean by building In spurs of ru.ll- 
rontf. For instance, a railroad will no 
doubt be built within a few years from 
Huaklm, on the Red son, over to the Nile, 
about 210 raileo, by the shortest route— or 
perhaps 275 to Khartoum. Some day a 
short railroad may be built from Mnssaua 
Into Abyssinia and another one from a port 
of British Somallland.

There 
Is already a short railroad from llelru, In 
Portuguese Ernst Afrlen, and that will 
doubtless be extended to Salisbury, In 
Rhodesia, There Is a railroad from Dela- 
goa Bay to Pretoria, and Bovernl other

Chattv Letter From John Todd 
Who Was Killed At Modder 
River. 



He, Tells of AN the Victorians 
and Experiences in the 
Camp. 



The following chatty letter was received 
by William Laird from J. St.O. Todd, one 
of (lie Victorians who was killed ai the 
battle of Modder Itlver on February IS: 
Canadian Contingent, 

Belmont, S.A., Jan. lit), 1900. 

Tlnie io write again. What shall ii be 7 
Sure 1 can think of nothing much, still, 
1 want to write yon n good long lei tor this 
time. I wish I felt like writing, and then 
perhaps 1 could manage; but In this hot, 
dusty place It Is about all I can lo tu write 
at all; but then 1 promised, so I will start 
in and do my best, holding your welcome 
to it up as a bait. So yon see now whai 
1 can do with that before me. 

We are still here. The general advance 
has not commenced as yet and all troops 
are simply lying on their arms walling. 
There Is a rumor about thai It is to com- 
mence next week and that the Canadians 
are to inarch within a few days to join a 
column that Is bound for the capture of 
Bloemfontein, which Is about eighty miles 
from here. I do not know If there is a lilt 
of truth In tlds or not, but 1 know there 
Is .surely something In the wind, tliui is. 
judging by circumstantial evidence, us we 
have been having ten and twelve mile 
route marches for the last ten days. This 
is to harden us up so that wo can stand 
something. Also because all those sick 
who could not stand six days' march have 
been shipped to Orange River hospital. 
Again, they are taking very g.iod care of 
our feet, so that taking it all In till It looks 
very much as If we soon will be on the 
move. This Is the greatest outfit; we know 
nothing, absolutely nothing, of what Is go- 
ing on outside of our own regiment. Some- 
times we see trains pass here with men, 
mules, guus and ammunition, but even 
then a fellow lias to be on station guard 
to see that, as they generally pass in the 
night. We ask questions, but get very lit- 
tle satisfaction, ns they know nothing 
themselves. There are a great number of 
rumors Hying about all the time. I have 
got so that I do not pay the least atten- 
tion to them. We never know we are in 
for anything until we get the order to pack 
up, and generally we know where we an; 
bound for 'When we get there— not before. 
I keep things packed up as near as possi- 
ble, never bothering myself about anything, 
take everything as it comes along and say 
nothing. Sometimes I think, lint not very 
often, I am not here for that; 1 just put 
It down In my diary and will compare 
tilings by and bye. We have been here II 
days already. Out of that time, accord- 
lug to my diary, 22 days have been spent 
off duty, ti on guard, 7 on Scot Ridge, and 
ti on patrol, besides, we have built trenches, 
redoubts and sand bug forts all round this 
place with its two houses and one store 
which is not allowed to be open on ac- 
count of martial law being In force here— 
roads, rifle pits., lots of things that have 
kept us busy, and for the last ten days 
route marches and drills, so you can see 
we have been kept quite busy. We know 
no lighting Is going on because no hospital 
trains have passed, which is a bona fide 
piece of evidence of no fighting. You 
know a whole lot more than I do of what 
Is going on here, although the •'Yankees" 
have to make news, and so all reports are 
unreliable. Well, you Just ought to hear 
some of the reports here. These are from 
tingllsli sources: 'J.r.ini Boers killed. L'ii.- 

000 surrendered, ^ British wounded: and 
then it will go on and tell how such and 
such a regiment chargel up a kopje and 
bnyonetted 2fi0 Boers without anyone hurt, 
etc., etc. However, the boys are still 
camped at Modder Itlver; but 1 do not think 
they will be there long now. lis quite a few 
selge guns have gone up, ami If the Boers 
do not get out they will be burled. It is 
awfully hot-about 100. It Is hot very 
nearly every day. When not on duty we 
just ile still. During the night it Is pretty 
fold. In the afternoon it often blows; but 
It would be better if there was no wind at 
all. as it is like heat from a furnace. If 
ill any time during the day we hear a 
warning shout wo have learnt by experi- 
ence "Ours not to ask the reason why; 

1 mi s to do and eat dust." Oh. it wasn't 
much; Just another sand whirlwind struck 
the camp, and ours to do. which "do" con- 
sists of Jumping on tent poles and guy 
ropes and simply hang on anil eat dust. 
It is no fun while they last: things are 
covered half an Inen with dust, and every, 
thing loose around the tent is whirled 
around In it fashion real comical. All you 
see in ti whirling pillow of dust slowly 
moving along; everything else is quiet, not 
a breath. Suddenly It. strikes you. and 
it is not so funny. Then you try to gel 
out of its way; perhaps you make It, per- 
haps you do not. Oh! It's lots of fun. Bel- 
mont dirt tastes so nice. I have eaten it 
many times. It usually comes around 
dinner time and acts like salt and pepper 
on your meat and In jour soup. Perhaps 
you may think I am fooling, but I am not. 
I mean every word. The dirt does not 
stop us from eating, though. Down goes 
dust and all. We had a pretty bad one 
last evening, when over 20 tents were 
blown down. "A" company has the lucky 
row of tents, as the whirlwinds usually 
come southeast, and our row being north- 
west of the camp, so you see we get off, 
our row having last, chance. By the time 
It passes the seven first rows, its force 
Is broken in. As I read this over I see I 
have made a mistake with my X.K. and S. 
K., but you know what I mean, so I will 
puss on. Although It is pretty hot here 
and the water is bad, it is healthy, there 
lielng very few sick. I have not been sick 
a day, nnd considering all work, beat and 
rain, that Is saying pretty good. Even my 
"Trllbys," or "Anchors," as you may call 
them, have remained tough during all this 
route marching. We get good food-1 pint 
■coffee and l'4tb bread at breakfnst; at 

■ 
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12:30, soup, boiled meat and a few pota- 
toes; at -1:30, one pint tea. Our li4Ib 
bread Is supposed to last us all day, but 
"poor Tommy," his is gone by breakfast 
time, especially If he has been out all the 
night before, "l'oor Tommy!" What does 
he do7 If Tommy cannot forage something 
Tommy goes hungry, which Is what he de- 
serves, as he usually succeeds In buying 
something either from cook or mess. There 
are four of us hoys who are pretty good 
comardes. Two besides myself were in 
the 4th U.S. Cavalry, the other boy, as 
brave as a lion. Well, It Is pretty hard 
times when we go hungry. Not so many 
nights ago we made a trip two miles In- 
side the Orange Free State border to a 
house, who has four sons in 
^. and would surely be there 
t not because he Is over lio 
As It is he helps them 
He would have been made 
ago If he was not so old 
enee against him, but 
he is a smart one till right. Well, seeing 
lie was a Boer and our enemy, and that up 
to a certain extent all is fair in love and 
war. we look a trip out to his place, and 
after quite an exult lug trip dodging patrols, 
sentries, dogs, etc., we arrived back tired 
and weary just III lime to turn out at I! 
a.m. six' nice broilers we had for our 
pains and risks, as the trophies of war. not 
counting a dog whose nozzle we hail to 
bind up. and we had to drag him along with 
us. He seemed to want to know what we 
wanted at first, and made such a hoodoo 
about It until four hands suddenly stopped 
him, thai we decided to let him see every- 
thing. So back lo camp he came, one 
[lushing him along, one pulling nnd one ad- 
vance guard bringing up the rear with the 
chickens. It was really comical. I cannot 
belli laughing every time I think of that 
trip, although it. wus very risk}. 1 was 
tlie one puiling the dog. He was a fine 
big Boer hound, as brnvt as n lion when 
we started, but with rough bundling, pull- 
ing htm along, pushing, etc., why, we could 
nozzle lit in when we gut back with no fear 
of being bitten. Another thing we had the 
gal! !" do which makes me laugh every 
time my mind wanders that way, and that 
is that after we had nicely cleaned the 
chickens 1 had the gall to go up and with 
ii face beaming with kindness 1 presentel 
one of our friends, an officer, with two 
fat broilers. Perhaps he knew where they 
had come from— I "think he did— but be 
eofcld not ask any questions when 1 said. 
"With the compliments of No, 1 tent, of a 
No. 1 company, of n No. 1 regiment, of a 
No. 1 country, fighting for a No. 1 cause, in 
a No. OOOttUOOOxx country." Tills took his 
breath away, and ns he was recovering It 
I saluted and with a very stern military 
look on my Innocent-looking face, quietly 
walked away. I bet a dollar to a doughnut 
be enjoyed it. Perhaps you do not think 
it right that we should commandeer an- 
other man's chickens? Well, 1 do not 
want you to think I would steal anything 
from anyone, no matter who and what he 
Is. ns 1 would not even do such a thing 
in thought, without I could fully satisfy 
my conscience. I being a soldier does not 
make me, like most of them, have no con- 
science at all. In the first place between 
enemies everything w ! thln reason Is ralr in 
war. Anyone helping the enemy makes 
himself liable to such sentiment, and he 
has to take the risks. All property of such 
people is confiscated. His sous are out 
lighting us, nnd If we should go under they 
would appropriate our stuff. Well, we Just 
commandeer some of theirs for our benefit, 
which I think Is right In these times of war. 
Our captain Is a line fellow; a better mail 
I would not wish, nor do 1 think could be 
found— kind and gooal, and every one In the 
company likes him. Well, I guess I'll tell 
you nbout some of the Victoria boys. 
Somers got bit by a bug this- morning— 
some say a scorpion, some say a centipede. 
I do not know what It was; but any way 
his leg swelled so that he can hardly 
walk, and he Is at the hospital now. I do 
not believe It was very much, and he will 
be O.K. again. He Is the best natured fel- 
low In the outfit and seems to enjoy lire 
all the time. Smlthurst Is a pioneer ami 
does not belong to our company now. He 
is on reglmentn! work. Cutting meat, 
serving rations and bossing niggers is 
about all he does, and In- looks good and 
enjoys life. Nell! has grown to be- as fat 
as a hog. nis name now Is "Fatty," and 
lie Is that lazy he sleeps half the time. He 
enjoys life too. (Iambic? Well, Clarke 
Gamble Is kind of cranky. He thinks he 
fatigue. He does a whole lot 
but he Is not so bad. and when 
tie Is soon his old self again. 

much about his many 
Perhaps lie Is jealous. I am 
enjoys life and seems blip- 
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long, nnd when tt-»y died. Court? Oh, he 
Is the shlpman. iioth Andrews and Dixon 
have to join forces now and again to over- 
whelm him. They, however, do not long 
remain together. If one says the moon 
Is made of green cheese the other one says 
"nay," nnd starts In with a whole lot of 
mathematical figures -to show' that he Is 
correct. It usually happens that the odd 
one joins in on the opposite side. Steb- 
blngs, poor soul, has to say something, so 
he joins In— result, all three pounce on him. 
However, he Is getting used to It and so 
are they, as they are beginning to leave 
him in on their deliberations. They say 
they have to do something to pass the time 
away— something exciting— and so they be- 
gin.

IDEAL HOURS AND REMUNERA- 
TION OP LABOR. 

Engineering -strongly recommends that 
in manufacturing works the breakfast 
break should be entirely done away with 
tho hours being from 7 in the morning 
till 12 noon, and from 1 p.m. to 5:150 p.m. 
on ordinary days, whilst on Saturday 
the work closes at 12 noon. There a 
thus 5U^{> working ho lire in a week; but 
the men might still be paid for 54 hours, 
the extra one and a half houra being 
added as a bonus when no time is lost 
during the week. The >->y«tem is in opor 
ntion in some cases ami given equal suds 
faction to the firm and to the men. A 
hungry and sleepy man Engineering con- 
tinued does not usually work any harder 
than he i.s obliged to, and the efficiency 
of the workman in the two hours, which 
are in this country usually worked before 
breakfast, is not particularly high. Thet- 
is, moreover, n direct lot»s of time o 
each side of the breakfast break, which 
can scarcely be less than 10 minutes per 
day, or one hour per week. In the 
second place, some firms have adopt 
the premium plan of paying their men, 
with the happiest results. It diffc: 
according to Engineering, from pie 
work in that a time in fixed for a job jit 
place of a price. For every hour a 
workman can save on the standard time 
fixed, ho receives a premium, which with 
Home firms is as high as one-half the 
saving effected. Thus, the higher wage 
tho workman makes, the less the cost of 
the work per piece; whilst with the 
piecework system the labor cost per 
piece remains the same, whatever the 
workman's- rate of pay, and as a conse- 
quence the latter does ' no more than 
is sufficient to earn him tho maximum 
sum which the "office" will permit him 
to make without being moved to cut 
prices. The natural consequence of 
this arrangement is that a certain rate 
of execution is quickly reached on piece- 
work, and maintained steadily ever 
after. AVilh tin? premium system, on 
the other hand, the fuel thai the higher 
wages a man may make, the less his! 
work eosts, check"" the too often un- 
reasoning craving of the financial depart-' 
ment of the management for cutting 
down tho wages bill. Tho workman, 
adds Engineering, has therefore every 
inducement fo continuously inervaH' Jus 
output. I 



A document of very great interest, and 
for which there has been an active de- 
mand from many members of the house 
—the communication of His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor to the late Premier, 
in which reasons were assigned by His 
Honor for the dismissal of the late 
ministry, is published in the official <5a- 
zette of yesterday. In connection with 
the refusal of the late Premier io gratify 
the curiosity of the members as to the 
contents of the letter pf dismissal, it 
will be noted with interest that the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor expressly invited Mr. 
Semlin to lay the letter before the as- 
sembly. Its text follows: 
Government House, 

Victoria. B.C., Feb. I>7tp, lfxxt. 
To the Hononihl" Charles A. Semlin, Pre- 
mier of the Province of British. Col- 
umbia. 

Sir: In reply to the request by you at 
last night's interview for a further post- 
ponement of the report that you promised 
to make to me last Friday evening regard- 
ing your defeat In tin; legislative assembly, 
and In reply to the representations that 
you made at the said interview that you 
still retained the confidence of the assem- 
bly, and would be able to demonstrate the 
same, I regret to inform you that I do not 
see my way clear to continue to be guid- 
ed by your allvce. Circumstances have oc- 
curred during the last nine months, and 
more particularly daring the last live 
months, to materially weaken the eoml- 
dence that I had In your advice— circum- 
stances quite apart from the fact of your 
having lost the confidence of the legislative 
assembly. The said circumstances consist 
chiefly In the following facts: 

1. For nearly a year pnst-i-ranre accurate- 
ly, from the nth of March last— you have 
not surrounded me with a full executive 
council, as provided and Inteuted by section 
10 of the Constitution Act, as amended In 
1S!)!», which reads as follows: 

"The executive council of British Colum- 
bia . . . shall Include the 
following officials, namely, a provincial 
secretary, attorney-general, chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works, minister of fin- 
ance and agriculture, minister of mines, 
anil president of the council, of whom not 
more than Ave shall receive salary." 

That is to say: 1 am entitled to the ad- 
vice, and the province Is entitled to the 
services, of six officials as above provided, 
and while I do not mean to say that advice 
tendered by « less number may not be act- 
ed upon, or that a member of the executive 
council may not fill any two or more of 
the distinct offices above named, I think 
such n circumstance is warranted merely 
as a temporary expedient, pending the 
selection of an officer, or officers, to com- 
plete the statutory number, for, even In 
lOnglaud, where there Is no such thing as 
a constitution net to define or limit minis- 
terial offices— where the Queen In council 
lias unlimited authority to create, regu- 
late, or abolish such offices— "such arrange- 
ments (the combination of two offices in 
the bunds of on" person) are merely pro- 
visional, and nre set aside whenever their 
temporary purpose has been fulfilled, or 
the exigencies of the public service require 
It." t Todd's Parliamentary Government in 
England, Vol 11.. 2nd Kd., page 211). 

On the same page will be found reference 
to the case of the Duke of Wellington hav- 
ing In lS.'it assumed charge of the home, 
foreign and colonial offices, pending the 
completion of a new administration, in re- 
gard to which it is said: 

•■'fills proceeding, though confessedly 
merely provisional, and only Intended to se- 
cure to Sir Robert Peel upon his arrival 
a freedom of choice In the tilling up or his 
ministry, was severely criticized at the 
time. Regarded .is a temporary expedient. 
It could not be pronounced unconstitution- 
al, although, if resorted to. under other 
circumstances, il might lead to serious 
abuses." 

And at the time that the Honorable Mr. 
Cotton assumed the office of chief commis- 
sioner' of lands and works, in addition to 
his duties us minister of finance and agri- 
culture, I certainly understood that it was 
to be a mere temporary arrangement. But 
you have prolonged this condition of af- 
fairs Indefinitely— nearly twelve months 
have elapsed without your having at any 
time during that period indicated to me 
your Intention of filling, and so far as 1 
know without your having made any effort 
to ill], the vacant position. Now It may be 
that the Honorable Mr. Cotton is quite 
competent to properly discharge the duties 
of both positions, apart from the constitu- 
tional objection, although they entail the 
administration of the two heaviest de- 
partments of the government, but the con- 
dition of affairs referred to in my letter to 
you of the 10th October last, aud referred 
to hereafter, lead me to think otherwise. 

2. On the 30th August Inst I wrote you 
as follows: 

"A week having elapsed since my last 
Interview with you, in which I requested 
that a session of the legislative assembly 
be called for not later than the 20th Octo- 
ber next, and not having received u reply 
ns to the decision of yourself and colleagues 
on the subject, I desire to commend it once 
more to your early consideration. I do 
not think that I should any longer Ignore 
the existing political conditions In the 
province, and the unrest and uncertainty 
resulting from recent political changes— 
changes which it will not be necessary to 
specify. It Is sufficient, I think, that grave 
doubt now exlste as to whether your nd- 
mlnsltratlon retains the confidence of the 
legislative assembly. And for this reason 
I believe It to be my duty to Insist that 
you either meet the legislative assembly 
on or before the 20th day of October next, 
as at first suggested, or that the legislative 
assembly be dissolved, and a general elec- 
tion be held on or before the said date." 

I yielded, however, to the representa- 
tions of yourself and colleagues ns to the 
Inexpediency of calling a session ■ earlier 
than January, and the alternative offer of 
a dissolution was not accepted. Hut your 
letter to me of tho 2nd September ' hist 
stated: ! 

"I hasten to assure Yotir Honor that the 
council has the utmost confidence that it 
will he able to satisfy you that there Is no , 
cause for apprehension respecting the gen- 
eral political conditions now existing in 
the province. As regards the relations of 
the government to the legislative assembly, 



I have no reason to believe that the gov- 
ernment will not command a majority of 
the house." 

Subsequent events have demonstrated 
that your assurances were not well found- 
ed. 

3. On the ISth October last I was asked 
to sign three special warrants, as fol- 
lows : 

1. The Improvement of the trail 

from Hope to Summit City $ 1,000 

I'. The Improvement of the South 

Vancouver trunk road 10,000 

It. The erection of a court house at 

Rossland 43,000 

The latter amount being three times larg- 
er than that authorized by the legislature. 

The appropriations made by the legisla- 
ture for the above-named public works 
bad been allowed to lapse, owing, as Mr. 
Cotton reported, to the fact that It was 
found In the first case "impossible" to ex- 
pend the amount before the end of the 
fiscal year, ending June 30th, 1801); in the 
second case "Impossible" to expend the 
amount voted before the said period, owing 
to the "dllatorlness" of the municipal coun- 
cil of South Vancouver; and In the third 
case •'Impracticable" to expend the 
amount voted. I thought then, and still 
think, that the said appropriations had 
been allowed to lapse because Mr. Cotton 
was unable to properly superintend and ad- 
minister tiu- business of the two depart- 
ments of which he had been In charge for 
four months before the fiscal year expired. 
And It Is also to be noted that It was not 
until the middle of October that Mr. Cot- 
ton was Toady to undertake any expendi- 
ture in connection with the said public 
works. Thus the Intentions of the legis- 
lature were not carried out, and there was 
direct loss, particularly to the districts 
concerned. 1 old not sign the said war- 
rants, as It appeared perfectly clear to me, 
for reasons set forth In my letter to you 
of tin' lUth of October last, that such war- 
rant* were not authorized by the "Revenue I 
Act." on observing, however, that the I 
Attorney-General had not been present at I 
the meeting of council at which the Issue I 
of said warrants was advised, 1 wrote you 
as follows: 

"Now, If you do not feel satisfied, on 
consideration, that the objections here 
urged against signing the said warrants 
are valid, let me suggest that yen refer the 
question to the Attorney-General for a 
legal opinion as to whether the said war- 
rants can. constitutionally, be Issued. 
Should be report to me that they may be I 
shall be very pleased to have them again 
referred to me for re-consldenit ion." 

(Letter to you, l!)th October lust, page 1). 

To this letter aud suggestion I have never 
received any reply. So that I was left to 
Infer that the Attorney-General agreed 
that the- Issue of such warrants would be 
unconstitutional, and that hud I followed 
the advice tendered me by the executive 
council I would have signed special war- 
rants without any lawful authority for so 
doing. 

3. In this same letter of the 10th October 
last, I also said: 

•'I regret to sny, therefore, that I find 
myself unable to approve of them (the 
special warrants) or of any others of a 
like nature. And In this connection I may 
say that yesterday afternoon I believe that 
I Inadvertently approved of one or more 
special warrants of a character similar to 
the ones under consideration, but received 
a few hours earlier. I should like to have 
them referred to me again, as, If they ure 
similar to the ones returned herewith, I 
believe that they have been Improperly ap- 
proved." 

To this request also I have never received 
any reply. So that for all I know your 
administration has made use of special 
money warrants obtained from me Inad- 
vertently, and such us the Attorney-Gen- 
eral would not say were, or could be, con- 
stitutionally Issued. 

4. On tho 4th of December last, upon Mr. 
Cotton's recommendation ns chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works, the executive 
council advised me to approve of a special 
warrant for $2,500.00 for Improvements to 
tin- Provincial Home and gaol at Katuloops. 
Mr. Cotton stated that the money was ur- 
gently required for "tire protection" pur- 
poses. In your letter to me of the 11th 
December last asking me to reconsider 
my refusal to sign this warrant you stated 
that the money was needed for "sanitary 
reasons," and that "the necessity for the 
expenditure of an amount like this could 
not possibly have been foreseen." I point- 
ed out to you that It had been foreseen for 
at least a year before, as follows: 

"When I was in Knmloops, over fourteen 
months ago, both provincial and municipal 
officials called my attention to the unsan- 
itary conditions of the provincial public 
buildings, and strongly urged that the ne- 
cessary Improvements should bo made as 
quickly us possible." 

So that, although I do not for a moment 
question but what your statement was 
made- In good faith, yet it was not In ac- 
cord with the facts as I knew them, unci 
the reason for the expenditure wus shifted 
from "tire protection" purposes, as in Mr. 
Cotton's report, tu "sanitary reasons." 

D. While the legislature was In session 
you advised me to make, by order In coun- 
cil, submitted on the 13th ultimo, an im- 
portant change In the Mineral Act. In 
my letter to you of the 10th ultimo, giv- 
ing my reasons for not approving of the 
said order, I added: 

"Now, If the Attorney-Generai be of 
opinion that the government should have 
power to cancel such certificates, after 
they have been Issued, I think that he 
should refer the mntter to the legislature, 
and obtain Its sanction to have the act 
amended In that respect." 

And referring to this In my letter to you 
of the 10th Instant, I snld: 

"The legislature has been In session for 
one month since the above was written, 
but the Attorney-General linn, so far, 
neither introduced, nor given any Indication 
of Introducing, a bill to amend the Mineral 
Act In the way that he advised me that 
it should be amended— that Is to empower 
the Lieutenant-Governor in council to can- 
cel certificates of Improvements." 

This seems too much like asking 
me to sanction a change In the law which 
you hesitate to usk the legislature to sanc- 
tion. And you not only advise me to prac- 
tically assume the functions of the legis- 
lature in this Instance, and that, too, while 
the legislature was In session, but you did 
so with the full Intent (which, however 
f did not know at the time) of making the 
proposed regulations retroactive to the pre- 
judice of a free miner's statutory right, as 
witness the Attorney-General's letter to me 
of the 10th Instant, as follows: 

"As my desire, iih well us my duty, is to 
be perfectly frank with Your Honor I 
may be permitted to state that, had Your 
Honor been pleased to approve of the order 
In council submitted to Your Honor on the 
18th ultimo, I should have advised the can- 
cellation of the certificate of Improve- 
ments." (Dunlop's, page 7). 

As this matter Is fully dealt with In mv 
letter of the 10th Instant to you in the mut- 
ter of tile Dunlop petition, I shall not en- 
ter further Into It here, except to say that 
since the snld letter was written I hnve 
learned that the certificates of Improve- 
ments mentioned therein wns Issued to 
Dunlop by Mr. Klrkup, by the direction of 
the Minister of Mines, who neted In ac- 
cordance with n decision arrived at In this 
matter by the executive council. That 's 
to suy, after yoy decided on a certain i 
course. I.e., the issuance of the certificate I 
in question, and had given instructions to 
a subordinate official to carry out that 
course, and sought to nullify the resulting 
statutory right by order in council, anil | 
Inferentlally, threw the blame for the Is- i 
suaiice of the certificate— if any blame there 
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was— on a subordinate official, Mr. Klrkup; 
for the Attorney-General's recommenda- 
tion to me In the matter was as follows: 

"Whenever it appears to the Lieutenant- 
Governor in council that an official empow- 
ered by the Mineral Act to Issue certificates 
of Improvements has, through mistake, er- 
ror, Inadvertence or Improvidence, Impro- 
perly issued a certificate of Improvement, 
etc." 

I can hardly consider this as being "per- 
fectly frank" with me, to suy nothln* of 
the unjust Inference in regard to the gold 
commissioner.

Apart from nil tills, I cannot Ignore the 
fact that tin; legislative assembly has now 
been In session for nearly two months, and 
notwithstanding the confidence you express- 
ed in your letter to me of the 2nd Septem- 
ber lust, above quoted, you have not been 
able to pass a single measure, and I be- 
lieve It to be now sufficiently demonstrated 
that the Interests of the province have suf- 
fered, and are sufTering, In consequence of 
a weak and unstable government. There- 
fore I now deem it. my duty to consult 
other advisers, witli a view to forming a 
new administration, and shall accordingly 
do so forthwith. 

! hnve only to add that in so far ns any 
permission Is needed on my part you are at 
perfect liberty to now lay this communi- 
cation before the house for Its Information.
